ANCIENT IMAGES OF 
: BUDDHA, 


A valuable link in the history of 
Indian art, particularly ‘in relation 
to Burma, ig established jn the dis- 
covery, near Chittagong, of a num- 
ber of brass images of Buddha, be- 
lieved to be a thousand years old. 

In o perfect state of preservation, 
the images, are notable for” the 
exceptional .artistic ‘skill of their 
design:and fabrication, and the dis- 
covery is regarded as registerin 
the half-way house between old 
Indian Buddhism and modern Bur- 
mese arty 

Tt is understood that the Gov- 
ernment of Bengal-contemplates ac- 
quiring the collections. The bronze 
figures, which include a miniature 
temple studded with semi-precious 
stones and 63 images of Buddha, 
were discovered by «# Mohanimedan 
jiving in ‘the village of Thewri, 
near Chittagong, dnring the ex- 
cavation for the foundations of 2 
new house he was building. 

Representing Buddha at ithe 
period of his enlightenment and at 
different stages- of contemplation, 
the images vary in size from two 
inches to fifteen inchés in height. 
Archaeological experts have formed 
the theory that the 1mages were 
worshipped in - some Buddhist 
monastery and were buried by the 
priests when the monastery was 
invaded, probably about the 13th 
century. This may have happened 
either during the Mohammedan or 
Portuguese. invasions. Dedicatory 
records:inscribed on the images, and 
their style definitely prove them

ever since been the holiest and most 
frequented place of Buddhist pil-

The Chittagong find is. regarded 
as registering the halfway-house 
between old Indian Biiddbism and 
modern: Burmese religious art.
